The Cause. 

A correspondent of tLo "Times" 
writing from Bot-ika Bay to detiiil the 

* circumstivnccs of the reoeut "atriko" 
on board H. M. S. Aclullt's, Kaya: It 
is certainly very discroditablo that such 
proceedings sbquld occur ia our Huest 
ghips, but I fliirik it is not difficult to 
find where tbe fault lies. In tho first 
place, in all nowly commitisioiuHl ships 
there is far too largo <i projjorliou of 
young ordinary soamcu iiui.l boys just 
out of the training ships, who aro not 
^coustomed to tbe hard work and strict 
"discipline of a seagoing man-of-war, 
Tho Achilles has, I hear, of this class 
some 400 lads out of a cotuplemout of 
750 of which a great many arc Marines, 
stokers, and arlillceia, so that the 
seamen class is * principally composed 
•of these young^ hands. The mistake ia 
jiot having more old arid woll-seasoned 
men, who, in conjunction with tho 
petty officers, would steady and control 
the young blood. Tho fact, unfor- 
tunately, is that tho best incu at the 
end of their ten years' service go into 
the Coastguard ^or else are lost to us 
altogether. ' ' In the second place I am 
afraid the cause of these outbreaks is 
too often to bs found in the want of 
tact and judgment of thoso in com- 
mand, who, being old hands them- 
selves, forget that they have you^ng- 
sterS' fo deal with, who require 
oarefiil manageinent and judicious 

. handling. The system employed in 
the harbour training ships, perhaps, 
• requires investigation; buttlio greatest 
evil we suffer from is the want in newly 
commisaioned ships of a proper pro- 
portion of thoroughly trained seamen, 
and untir this is rectified we must 
expect to hear of these acts of insub- 
ordination, which throw discredit on 
the Navy and also on the country. 

liONDON Customs.— It is pay, pay, all 
the time in London. There is uotliing 
for nothing. Eight colossal water 
works supply tho city with water, but 
there cannot be had a glass of water 
fit to drink. It is not the fashion to 
drink water. Iced water is an abom- 
ination. Water, as a drink, is tabooed, 
because it costs nothing. Beer takes 
its place, because you must pay for 
beer. Here is tho experience of tho 
correspondent of tho Chicago "Times :" 
••Invariably, when one goes into a 
place for iunch, one is asked, "what

formed the other waiters, who all 
thereupon fell into spasms of winks, 
■contemptuous sniffs and ironical gig- 
gles were too much for me. I shall 

■never commit such a blunder again." 
ji - Again, says tho lettei- writer: "Sup- 
pose you want a bath, and Ihcie aro 
no facilities at your boarding-house." 
He might have added there never are. 
Thtre aro many public bath-houi-c a, 
and there you pay sixpence for a balli. 
But mark now tho ingenuity in getting 
further cash fruiii you. A batli is a 
bath, isn't itV aiul when you have jiaid 
for H bath, you have paid lor a bath, 
haven't you? If it is a swim you wish, 
you pay extra for a pair of drawers. If 
it be an ordinary bath, you have to 
pay extra fer the water and extra for 
the floap, and somothing to the attend- 
ant, who is kind enough to lot tho 
water into tho tub. One would think 
that tho bath-tub might be arranged 
BO that one could kt the water in to 
suit himself. In place of this the 
faucets are all outside the room, ar- 
ranged, of course, witli reforenco to 
obliging you li^ do it— lliat is, tu pay 
something to BOiuobody for performing 
a service which you have already paid 
for in another form, and which you 
would bettor perform yoiuKclf."

The Ifow "Handwriting on the Wall." 

Were it not that Dickon's iu Barmiby 
Budge oausod ravens to appear iu au im- 
proved chnracter bcfcio tlio worlil by in- 
vesting that liiglily rrspoctablo bird 
" Grip " witli a continuous How of good 
humor Avbicli no advsrao circumstancoa 
could ruffle, we sliould bo disposed to 
refer to the outpourings of tho Louder of 
the Opposition at the ^nmloops meotiu.T 
as tho croftkings of a raven. ]5at with tho 
examolo of "Grip"— whoso motto was 
" Never say die,"— before ua, liow could 
we insult that cheerful spirit by insiiiuat- 
ini? oveu in tho remotest sonso, that tho 
remarks of Mr. Walkom woro tho gloomy 
emanations of a traditionally gloomy 
member of the crow famdy ? No; wo shall 
not libel tho raven by a c-ompp.nson; wo 
prefer rathor to deal with tlio Kumloops 
speech of the " leader" as tbo molancholy 
outpourings of a disuppointod and cha- 
grined gentleman who failed in an at- 
tempt while in oilico to play the ro^e of 
the Vicar of Bray, and hm sank into the 
state of mind that afflicted one of 
Dickens creations. In short, Mr. ^ya^- 
kem is a sort of political Mrs. Gumnuilge, 
-who is continually informing his hearers 
"betwn Ms tears that ho is a "poor lorn, 
lone" oreefnr' who nobody thinks uu- 
think of." To a certain estont we sym- 
pathize with Mr. W. in bis political woes 
(albeit they are tho result of his own 
acts;) but for tho life of us wo cannot see 
' . why the people of the Proviiico hhould bu 
asked once iu every twolvomonth to do 
penance for his politicul luit-fortuucs and 
■iniquities. Demagogues out of oUico are 
a species of Mother Carey's chickeii- 
birds of illomen, who delight iu propbe- 
cving (shall we say wishing?) evil to the 
country that has notified them that their 
services may bo henceforth dispensed 
-with. In the House, last winter, whore 
did Mr. Walkem roost? Among Mother 
Garev'd chickens! He predicted on sever- 
al occasions that tho railway was dead; 
that "the child vet unborn would not liTo 
to see the Erst rail laid in British Colum- 
bia " Why ? Because ho and liis friends 
■were not in power. At tho Kamloops 
meeting, rising to the aublimo height »l 
^ five feet two in his gaiters, he informed 
his hearers thot "nouo of thorn need es- 
pect to see tho fir.it rail laid." In s.ipport of 
his extraordinary statement what evidonee 
did he adduce, what witness did ho call ? 
Listen : "Marcus Smith had written the 
memorial inscription iu the wilds of Tete 
Jaune Cache: "I'he last while niuu u-uO 
will coma through Ih is pass /' " This was a 
new "handwriting on the wail. Mr. 
Smith had been observed to take the sun 
and record his observations on the faeo 
of a rock for tl>e inforrjatiou of future 
travelers who might oisay the Pass, and 
forthwith, Mr. Wulkoiu roars "lohabod ! 
Tchabod !" in tho ears of an intelligent 
Kamloops audience. Now, let us suppose 
that Mr. Smith actually wrote the "mem 
orial inscription," how could the inscrip 
tion effect the passage of any number of 
•white men through tho Pass? "Ho who 
dates these boots displace must meet 
Boraijastes face to face." Does Mr. "\Yal- 
kem mean to say that Mr. Smith's mem- 
orial inscription will act on tho nerves of 
future T/hito men who may attempt the 
Pass as Bombastes' Bluchers did on tho 
nerves of his enemies and cause them to 
retrace their steps? or does he imagine 
that Mr. Smith designs to post a squad of 
tho Mounted Police at the Pass witli 
instructions to anniuilato every white 
man who may attempt to come through? 
or duos he intend to stop up tho Pass with 
a wall of solid masonry? or to topple a 
dozen or two of tho everlasting hills on 
either side into tho gap? We submit that 
Mr. Walkem owed his hearers an explana- 
tion, but he avoided giving it and passed 
rapidly from Tote .Jauno Cache to consid- 
er the question of taxation, and Inbored 
to convinco tho people that they were an 
overtaxed and overburtlicned people; that 
the Government ground the face of the 
poor and allowed the rich to escape scot 
free. Yes ; standing in bunch-grass up to 
his knees in tho centre of a land flowing 
with milk and honey and dotted with 
smiling farms and great bauds of cattle 
and sheep, Mr. Walkem commisoratcd 
his hearers upon tho wretched stuto 
of poverty into which they had been 
plunged by the imposition of half-a-cent. 
per pound on all merchandise passing 
over a road that Mr. Walkem left in a 
state of uurepuir, bordering on ruin, 
and which the existing Government has 
restored and rendered passable. It is not 
a subject for wonderment that the ex- 
Premier's remarks created a profound mi- 
presbiou upon at least one of his audience, 
or that a farmer who owns something 
like a thousand head of c.ittlo and sheep, 
was heard to whisper to a neighbor, "Jie- 
foro I heard him growl I thonght I was 
tolerably well-to do; but now I think I 
ain't worth a fifty-cent pieoo." So much 
for political Buncombe and claptraj). 
When the leader of tlio Opposition sat 
down ho left this one man in a eoruloiiii 
state of mind, mediating whether it 
■would not bettor to follow the advico of 
the Leader of the Opposition and sell out 
and got out of tho country to avoid the 
crushing road toll of half-tt-oant. per 
pound. But a few wiu'ds from Mr. Rocke 
Eoburtson dispelled tho honest fellow's 
gloom and caused hiai to smile through 
his tears. Mr. Ilobertson is not a mem- 
ber of either political party, and only 
rose at tho urgent request of the meeting 
to correct certain of Jlr. Walkoin's slatu- 
meuts. Ho proceeaeil at (uioeto demolihii 
thatgeutlemau'ri "facts." With his "511010" 
shown to be fallacies tho whole snpor- 
Btruoturo of Mr. Walkein's argiinunit 
was destroyed, and Mr. liobortson's cheer- 
ing woids quite reassured those upon 
wlioho hopes and aspirfttions Mr. Wal- 
kem'ri remarks had fallen like a funeral 
pall. iMr. Koberlsuii said ho had great 
hopos of tho ourly building of tho railway. 
He admitted that taxation had boeu re- 
sorted to, but he showed that tho wasto 
and extravagance of Mi\ Walkem's Gov- 
einmciil bud rendered thai; taxation no- 
cGsaary, and ho piophocied, amidst roars 
of laughter and loud cheers, that uhould 
Mr. Walkem, aftor having sat on tho stool 
of ropentunco a fowyeiirs more, succeed 
to office, he wonhl take adviuiuign of 
the courageous ptdicy of Mr. Jillliolt in 
imposing light and equitable hixatiun. 
Tho .spoachoa of Mr. Davio and Mr. Mara, 
who followed Mr. Uoberlsou, cut ilio 
Leader of the Opposition to tho bono, for 
he winced under their severe cautigation, 
and was glad to give tho signal for tho 
breaking up of tlio mootingsby moving a 
vote of thanks to the chairman, behind 
■whiob ho boat a hasty retreat to avoid a 
MTSxa oxoiis-examination. Thus ended 



what would seem to havo been a terrible 
fiasco for tho leader of the Opposition. He 
was welcome, no doubt, to Kamloops, but 
even the sympathetio farmer jwho was 
seized with a fit of the blues as he listened 
to tho gloomy horoscope that Mr. Walkem 
drew was glad to admit that he had laid 
it on a " lootio too thick." 

From tho tone of Mr. Walkem's speech 
at Kamloops wo gather that tho policy of 
tho opposition is to croak. But if _ tho 
railwav be doomed and Marcus, Smith's 
" handwriting on the wall " should in 
reality prove to bo tho memorial inscrip- 
tion of that groat work, how thou ? Sinco 
Sir. Walkem liiuiself is of opinion that 
there will bo no railway, how shall it pro- 
lit tho country to put Mr. IJlliott out and 
Mv. AValkom 'in ? For unless tho latter is 
able to show that his aeoessiou will attain 
tho desirable object of hastening railway 
construction tho country will bo loath to 
exchange its present Promier for oiio of 
Mr. Walkom's selection. IMay wo veiilnro 
a suggestion withaut seeming to bo rude ?

TheMoeco'w correspondent of tho 
London "Daily News" says that sinco 
the recent Russian leverses St. Peters- 
burg is as a city gone into inournini^. 
Nearly every one is in sorruw; iicariy 
evory one wears black; the streets are 
crowded with tbe furniture of tlioso 
disposing of that -which istheir all; the 
places of aniudomeut remain unfre- 
(juonted, o.nd St. Petersburg, like Mos- 
cow, tells only a tale of keen anxioty. 

Good cooks seem to bo tho scarcest 
articles of the period. About a year 
ago the guardians of the poor in a 
groat London parish determined to 
teach cooking to the girls in their train- 
ing schools, and oU'ered §1.5U a year 
(very good wages in England for a good 
plain cook) with boai\l and lodging, 
for a cook teacher. There was not a 
siuglo reply to their advertisement. 

A clergyman so seldom voluntarily 
leaves a lucrative bonelico for a change 
of less value that it is particularily 
worthy of note when he does so. The 
Hon. and Kev.

through? j living worth XI, 200 a year, 1ms resign- 
ed it and accepted the vicarage of the 
populous parish of 8t. Paul, Worcester, 
with an endowment of less than £200. 

It is a significant proof of progress 
in Ireland that active stops aro Ix.'iug 
tiken to extend railway communication. 
Lauded proprietors have become so 
sensible of the advanthge to their pro- 
perty by jjroxiinity to a lino, that they 
now couic forward liberally. Thus, 
toward a branch lino recently con- 
structed, a lady subscribed half tho 
money required, and other proprietors 
gave the necessary land. The lino was 
soon made. 

Reports from Scotland state that the 
turnip crop is an entire failure. Often 
tho turnip crop sull'ors from drought; 
this year it bas been ruined by rain. 

The British House of Commons 
coiisists of 058 tuenibers, 192 of whom 
nro returned by English and Welsh, 
(JO by Scuicli, and 105 by Irish Consti- 
tuencies.

THE NEZ PERCES WAR. 



The Troops Score an Important Victory. 



(GxolUBlve dispatch to Coloniit.) 



OaibAoo, Oot. 7. — The following dis- 
patch from Gon. Miloa was received here 
at 11 o'clock tliis ovooiiig: Headqunrtors 
district of Yellowstouo camp, neiir Boar 
Paw Mountain, Out. 3d, 1877: Gon. A. N. 
Terry, oomiauQcling doijai'tmenfc of Dako- 
ta— Gonoral,— This command moved r.i- 
pidly to Snako Greek, striking tho frosh 
' trail of the hoatilo NezPorcos and oomiog 
cat near Bear-paw Mountains oatUo 30tli. 
I met and snrprisod tho cnmp at 8 o'clock, 
capturing a large part of their herd, about 
GOO horaea, mules and ponies. Tho ch- 
gttgomont was quitu severe. Tho Indians 
lost saventeon killed, including Looking 
. Glass and Joseph's brother, and three 
other chiefs, and forty wounded. Joseph 
gave mo his solemn pledge yosterilay thut 
ho wouhl surrender, but did not, and they 
uro evidently waiting for aid from In- 
dians. Thoy siiy that tho Sioux are com- 
ing to their aid. Thoy uro closely invost- 
ed in a deep ravine and kept under Ore. 
To t^a them by assanlt would cost many 
livesr I inay wear them out and even- 
tually compel them to give up. Thoy 
fight witii moro desperation than any In- 
dians I ever mot. L believe there are 
many escaped .Tilluias in tho vi!la;je who 
expect to be hung when captured. I be- 
lieve there is commnnieaiion betucon 
thia camp and Sitting Bull and I have 
ti8«d every eflfort to prevent a junction. I 
am expecting tho oonipaniea witli Sturgi.s 
up »nd will tlicn oudcavOr to send tho liil 
oavalry company to Bontoa. I intend to 
eend my wounded to tho Missouri and 
captured stock to tho Yollowstoae. I 
•would respectfully suggest that informa- 
tion be sent to the British aathorities to 
prevent any portion' of the Nez Percea 
tribe crossing the line, or to disarm them 
' iihoald they take refuge on English soil. 

. TheEoad TojUB. 

In his speech nt Kamloops Mr. Walkam 
attacked the Elliott, Government for im- 
posing tho road-tolls. Ho believed that 
■ome day or other ho should get into 
power Bgniu, " but he FEAKED ho 
would not be ablp to remove the road- 
tolls." This expression inidioatea that he 
intends to try and remove them at tho 
:fir8t opportunity. The McCreight Govern- 
ment raised tho.so ueoosaary toUa to 
please Mr. Walkcm. Their removal was 
the one stipulation imiiosod when ho en- 
tered that Cabinet. Against Mr. Davio 
Lo used tlio road-tolls as an election cry 
and with it beat him.

A Rare fossil). — A rare fossil has bien 
recently found by Mr. W. J. Sutton, as- 
sayer, not far from Cowichao. It ii o flue 
specimen of a Cophalopod, (a kind of 
moUusk) belonging to the Ammonite fa- 
mily of tho ^eniis- turrilitos, which has a 
form unlike other AuHunnitids in being a 

■ -tnrireted spiral. There is some doubt 
•mong geologists as to the coal formation, 
whether it belongs to the Cretaceous or 
Eocene Tertiary iJeriods or part in each, 
owing to tho fiict that tho Crc-taceoua 
strata jiiss up witliont break or niiirked 
transition into the Lignitic Tertiary. Tho 
fossil found is considered to bo charae- 
taristically Creticaous. Cinnabar, tho 
chief oro of Mercury, has been found at 
«HVer«l places in tho metaniorphic Creta- 
ceoui rock.s of the coaht rangt.'a of Califor- 
nia; generally in .serpentine, ur|.;illaeeous, 
and siliceous Hlate.s. As tho Inland is 
supposed to belong to tho coast range, 

^ prospaetorsbad better be on the lookout 
for Cinnabar. Gold has been found in 
small quantities in tho Metnmorphio Cre- 
taceous of California, also iu tho Cretace- 
ous at Nauaimo.

The following letter has boon sent to 
tho Panama Star end IJerald by the Eov. 
Father Vaughan, iu reference to tho loss 
of the Eton, and to eomo charges mado 
against Her Majesty's ship Amethyst in a 
Chilian oflicial tolegram sent from Serena 
to Valparaiso iu connection with tho sad 
affair; — " Sir,— Yon have no doubt alrea- 
dy hoard of tho torriblo news of tho total 
wreck of the Eten, which left, Valparoiso 
with the European mails on tho I'ltb inst. 
She was wrecked oa Sunday, the 15th 
inst., at 5 in tho morning, close to Punta 
del Tor, a little north of tho mouth of tho 
Choap.1 River. The cause of tho disastor 
we do not yet know, as tho Chacabucahad 
not returned with the saved to Valparaiso 
when we left that port ou Friday last. All 
we know ia that out of about 160 persons 
there ore onlj '13 survivors, who are sup- 
posed to have been saved by the^ ship's 
boats, two of which had been seen on tho 
boach from the docks of tho Amethyst. 
Twenty-four of these belonged to tho 
crew, including tho second and third olll- 
cots, tho third engineer aud tho carpen- 
ter. Among the many bodies washed on 
shore are Ibo bodies of Mr. Bates nnd his 
two daughters, who caiuo from England 
in tho Vali).'.raiso, on board of which ves- 
ael I am wril.ing tliis letter. As soon as 
tho wreck was known in Veloa a tolegram 
was sent fr.jm lUapel to La Serena, an- 
nouncing tho fatal news, fi.sking lielp, and 
stating that about 30 persoua were seen 
clinging on to the reef, which projeota 
half a mile from the shore, aud were hold- 
ing up a white Ihg in signal of distress. 
At this time tho Ainothv.st •^m lying off 
Coquimbo. Immediately on tho rei;(;ipt 
of ttiia tolegram aho sailed olT to l.heaeepo 
of the disaat-ir, to rescue, if possible, these 
uufortunates. Slio reached tho place of 
the shipwreck on Tuesday morning, tho 
wind blowing a heavy gale from the north. 
Iu tho midst of tho soii which was raging 
she lowered a boat and pushed olY to re- 
cocnoitre tho rock whereon 40 persons 
wero supposed to Iwvotakou refuge. They 
approached the roeh to within 300 yards, 
but not u soul was visible, nut a voioo au- 
dible. All that could be seen were wrsok- 
ers on the shore dragging bales of goods 
.".long the Bauds which wero stroived abiint 
tho bench for a distance of two miles. 
Finding there was nothing to bo done tho 
Amethyst then returned to Coquimbo. If 
at tho time of tho arrival of the Amethyst 
there had been anyone on tho rook, which 
all on board could testify wa-* not tlm ease, 
no human power could possibly have 
reached tham, for no bont could have ap- 
proached tho reef to savo them in such a 
terrible surf and sea. Besides, tho rock 
was unapproachable, and continually un- 
der water, for every now and then the 
great foaming water.<i would sweep com- 
pletely, over the rooks, ebveribg themsov- 
oral minutes from' sight. These details 
wore givon mo by Captain Chatfiold him- 
self, whom I met on Suturday, tho iilst 
inst., at Coquimbo. I am communicating 
to you tho substance of his convor.^atiou 
on tho sad calamity, becauso I much ro- 
gret to say that a cry of indignation has 
most unjustifiably risen against. H. M..S. 
Amothyst in Valparaiso. Mischievous 
reports have got about thero that tho Am- 
ethyst did not make an etTort to savo the 
persons whs wore supposed to have been 
clinging to tho roeka at tho time that .ihe 
was on tho spot, but really thej must 
have been washed off by tho fury of the 
waves if ever they had landed thero long 
before her arrival at tho scene of tho cat- 
ftHtropho, A Ciiiliau oQicial telegram, 
sent from Lu Serena to Valpnraiso would 
liiive tha world beliovo that the Amethyst 
behaved disgracefully in this matter; 
whereas, the Amethyst, in tho opinion of 
all those who know tho real facta of the 
case, aeted moat nobly, and is deserving 
of the highest praise and public thanks 
for tho brave clTurts made by her gallant 
commander, Captain Chatfiold, in his 
search to find those persons who wero 
supposed to have been left struggling and 
crying for help on the rock oflfEeef Point, 
but whoso unfortunate Bufferings and c^c- 
istenco must havo terminated through ex- 
posure and the iuclemoncy of the weathor 
long previously to the arrival of the Ame- 
thyst."

Takiug tho exhi- 
bition as a whole, it is tho beat that has 
ever been hold here yet; but we regret to 
to have to state that the show in cattlo 
was quite below what we expected. Tho 
show of horses was bettor.— partly owing 
to computition from other sections. There 
wore keen compoiitions both iu ladies' 
and gent's saddle horses. The show iu 
sheep was pretty fjir, tho few exhibited 
were good. Wo noticed some splendid 
imported Cotswolds in ft field hard by tha 
show ground, belonging to Mr. Clapper- 
ton of Nicola; they wore not exhibited. 
There wero but few entries lor poultry: tho 
same can bo said of pigs. Field produce 
was pretty well represented. Soma very 
fine samples of wheat, oats, barley, peas 
aud other cereals wero exhibited. Tho 
root crops wero renlly oxcollODt,and with- 
out alluding to quantity could not bo snr 
pa-ssetl anywhere. Tho turnips, inangjUl- 
wurtzels, ami curroti wero of gigantic 
growth. The display iu dairy produce, 
fur quantity aud quality, was esceodiugly 
creclit;iblo lor Chilliwhiick, and tho quali- 
ty could not bo oxoolled iu tho Provincial 
exhibition of our wealthiest sinter. Tho 
judges remarked, iu awarding the premi- 
ums for butter, that it was tho mo.it dif- 
ficult task that they e\or took iu hand, for 
there was such a quantity of good 
butter. The most singular thing about 
it was, tho party obtaining the first pre- 
mium for table butter took tho fitat for 
packed butter without the knowledge of 
the jiulgc.i. The vegetable department 
w.ia (piite up to tho mark, o.xccpt intomn- 
toos. The show iu fruit was pretty good, 
especially apples and pears, Mr. Nowell 
hIiowimI soma extraordinary large applori; 
might bo takunfor pumpkins. Tho miscal- 
laneons articles gave a charming aspect to 
the Exhibition Hull, Tho usual display 
iu (juills, socks, mittous, gloves, needle- 
work, ka., was exhibited. Mrs. A. Har- 
per exhibited a beautiful log cabin quilt, 
which deserves special notice. Tho best 
sack of flour maiie in the -district was 
awarded to Mr. E. Greyeli; It was'mado 
at tho Siima.s mills'. Mr.-i. Wells was 
awarded the premium fot host collection 
of wa.ic fruits, and deservedly so. Mrs. 
Evans and Messrs. WollB,Gillandor, Chad- 
sey, Greyell, AshwoU and McGillivary. 
took tho best part of the premiums. Tho 
people were well provided with edibles, 
for thoy ^p;ak in the highest terms of 
Mr.s. Groyell as u caterer. Tho plough- 
ing match will come off to-morrow. Wo 
wero very fortunate in getting quite a 
number of excellent judges— resident* 
from other sections of the Province pre- 
ferred—who completed their tusk very 
satisfactorily to all concerned. The judges 
wero ]\IisH MeClui'o. and Messrs. Molnnes, 
Hall, Howicson, McAdam, McDonald, 
Cla[)i)ertou, Sword, McCluro, Agassiz, 
Stewart, Derby, Turner, Berman and 
Money.
